Beersheba bus

Shiomo Israeli, manager of the 
city-owned bus company, said the 
drivers are already earning between 
111,800 end IL2,500 a month net. 
Their demand is unreasonable, he 
said. 

The company operates 90 buses 
and has a deficit of IL25m., he

CANTON. — Wall posters attack- 
ing local leaders in Kwangtun, 
Province are ing up in the 
streets of this South China city as 
ἃ new phase of mass criticism gets 
under way, Chinege sources said 
here yesterday. 

The sources told visiting news- 
men the posters contain attacks 
on alleged followers of the late Lin 
Piao, the disgraced former De- 
fence Minister who died in a plane 
crash in September 1971 while flee- 
ing the country after an abortive 
coup attempt.
